The last tie-np in June, 1886, was a dia- 
aatrous one for the men. For some time 
past the men have been quietly pre- 
paring to rettew the struggle and in ac- 
cordance with a decision reached last 
evening nearly all the roads were tied 
up this morning. 


The men some two weeks ago made a 
demand <m the companies for $2 per 
day for ten hours work in twelve con- 
secutive hours. 
No reply was received 
hence the tie up. 
The men in a long 
address to the public set forth their 
grievances and ask its support. 


The strikers comprise the employes 
of the First, Second, Fourth, Sixth, 
Eighth and Ninth avenues, Broadway, 
University place, 
Belt, Dry 
Dock, 
Avenue 
B., Avenue 
D., CeurUand 
street. Grand street. Forty-second street. 
Central Cross-town^ Chambers street. 
Avenue C., Boulevard, St. Nicholas 
avenue 
and 
110th street, Harlem, 
Morrisiana and Fordham, 188th street' 
and Port Morris lines. 
The Third ave- 
nue, Twenty-third street. Fourteenth 
street, Bleecker street and Christopher 
street lines have not been "tied up." 


The strikers this morning are as- 
sembled 
in 
groups 
on 
the 
street 
comers 
idong 
the 
roads 
of 
the 
various 
lines 
and 
at 
the stables of the car companies await- 
ing developments. 
Pickets have been 
thrown out in all directions to intercept 
and question all men who may approach 
the headquarters of the "tied-up" lines 
on the suspected errand of taking a 
striker's place. 


An attempt was made to take out a 
oar on the Grand street line. 
A large 
crowd had gathered. 
All were in sym- 
pathy with th^ strikers, and their pres- 
ence and cries tended to increase the ex- 
citement. 
John Mahoney drove the 
oar. 
He is a clerk in the office of the 
company, and is the same man who took 
out the first oar during the last strike on 
this line. 
A policeman mounted the 
platform by the side of Mahone. 


At last the oar started and the crowd 
followed. 
As it passed the comer of 
Goerick street a track was tossed across 
the track. 
The track was flnaUy re- 
moved and the car proceeded. Between 
Rilga and Pitt streets it was again 
stopped by the placing of another track 
on the track. 
At the comer of Grand 
and Attorney streets another wagon was 
overturned on the track. 
Here the 
mob made a dash for the car. 
The po- 
lice ordered the crowd to stand back and 
drew their clubs. 
For a time the mob 
wavered, but it soon began to advance 
again. 


Suddenly the horses were unhitched. 
They were given a sharp blow and start- 
ed off on a ran. The car was raised 
and thrown across the track. 
Mean- 
time the police were in a hand-to-hand 
conflict with the mob, and the blows of 
the locust could be heard on all sides as 
they descended upon the heads of the 
rioters. 


In a few moments the crowd began to 
scatter and it was finally driven off. 
The policemen had gained the day. 


One of the ring 
leaders, Charles 
Flannigan, a driver, was arrested. 
The 
crowd demanded his release, but the 
police surrounded him and took him to 
the Delano^ street station house, where 
he was charged with upsetting a oar, 
and was locked up. 


While this was going on the oar was 
righted, 
the hocaea recaptored 
and 
hitched to it, and it was retained to the 
stables. 
No more vidienoe was attempt- 
ed. Superintendent White, of the toad, 
said he would make another attempt to 
send a car over the route in the ooorse 
of the day. 


While the polioe were trying to extri- 
cate the oar from the handis oi the mob 
at Grand and A t t o m ^ streets, the resi- 
dents in'the neighborhood were bonly 
engaged in obatnioting the track. 


Shortly after 10 o'clock the officers of 
the Sixth avenue railroad aaked for po- 
lice protection in ranning one of their 
cars over the road. 
The xeqneafc was 
granted and it is thoni^t a policaman 
will be compelled to do th* driving. 


About 8 o'clock Robert Jay, twenty- 
loor yean of age, of 116 East Forty- 
second street, in aome manner made 


the starting of the oar the company 
seemed so anxious to run. 


Superintendent Murray 
said 
thiat 
morning: 
" I propose to protect every 
railroad company's property. They have< 
a rig^t to ask protection, and I am pre- 
pared to protect every line in operatin^^ 
its road." 


No reports of serious trouble had beeq^ 
received at police headquarters up to 1(1 
o'clock. 


The superintendent reported the fol- 
lowing roads as running and O. K: 
Bleecker street line. Twenty-third street 
line, Thirty-fourth street line, Christo- 
pher and Eighth street line. Third ave- 
nue line, Cable road One-hundred and 
twenty-fifth street line. 


The Atlantic avenue railroad company 
has decided not to ran any cars at pres- 
ent, and as long as no attempt is made 
to put any of the cars on the road, it is 
not likely that there will be any serious 
trouble. 
The Thirteenth, 
Fourteenth 
and Fifteenth regiments of military will 
be called out at any time Police Com- 
missioner Bell may think it necessary. 


Inspector Williams, with seventy-five 
policeman and a patrol wagon, were all 
on hand at the stables of the Sixth ave- 
nue road this moming to help ran the 
first car over the Sixth avenue line, and, 
although considerable rioting was done, 
the cars were ran, the police driving the 
crowds away along the route where 
violence was attempted.

ANOOiiA, Ind., Jan. 29.—An important 
suit is being tried here, which is attract- 
ing great interest, and presents some 
peculiar features. 
Gen. L. J. 
Blair 
brought suit against the estate of Alonzo 
Lockyood to recover $6,000. 
Lockwood 
was a wealthy citizen of DeKalb county, 
who died about two years ago. 
Blair's 
claim is founded on two receipts for 
$2,000, dated in 1866, which were given 
to Blair by the deceased. 
He claims 
the receipts were for money loaned 
while he was county treasurer, and pro- 
duces two witnesses who testify that in 
January, 1866, Lockwood paid Blair on 
the claim $100 in money, and promised 
to pay the balance. 
The defense claim 
the receipts were 
given for money 
which Blair owed Lockwood; that Lock- 
wood, who was worth $250,000, was a 
money lender, and not a borrower; that 
Blair has been notoriously insolvent for 
twenty years, and if such an obligation 
existed Blair would have collected it 
years ago. Eight attorneys are engaged 
by both sides, and witnesses from Wash- 
ington and five different states are in at- 
tendance. Judge A. A. Chapin, of Fort 
Wayne, is presiding in the case.

"Yes," said Senator Andrew, "I was 
not well disposed to appropriate much 
for the feeble minded children, but my 
visit to the children at Richmond and to 
the new building at Fort Wayne has 
convinced me that something ought to 
be done. 
As Mr. Harrell says, the 
school building at Fort Wayne is one of 
the best constracted buildings we have. 
The new insane building at Richmond 
in which the children are now located 
is a disgrace to the state 
It will take 
$25,000 to fill up and grade the grounds, 
and the^building is defective in every 
respect. 
It is a cheap job, for which 
the state has paid too much. 
There is 
no stone foundation, but the bricks rest 
upon the ground. 


"I was surprised to see the children 
doing so well. 
It was a great sight to 
see those feeble-minded people dance to 
music and do many other things which 
simply comes from training. I believe 
there are only two there now who can 
not be taught to take care of them- 
eelv««."

A vote on the question was 
taken in the Richmond churches last 
Sunday. 


A BHiti has been introduced in the 
state legislature amending the metro- 
politan police law so as to have it apply 
to cities of 20,000 and over.

In addition to a fine 
and imprisonment for violation of the 
election law, disfranchisement is pro- 
vided for ten years.
